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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-19 and 21-27 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has 
clearly stated on the record that in the AAPA, the restaging or redistribution is 
performed by operating the distribution tool at the master server (response, page 13). 
Obviously, applicant is the best and most authoritative source as to what the AAPA 
really teaches. With this in mind, a re-reading of [0004-0012], it is clear that the master 
server executes a distribution tool [0008], the distribution tool uses the distribution list to 
transmit the package to the intermediate servers [0008], a service desk or service 
center performs the steps necessary to redistribute the software packages [0009], and 
that the manual restaging requires going to the physical location of the intermediate 
distribution sewer in order to access the data in the distribution logfile [001 1]. There is 
nothing in the AAPA that specifically teaches that the redistribution be carried out at the 
intermediate server itself, thus there is no factual evidence to counter applicant's 
statement that the redistribution is carried out at the master server. In fact, the AAPA 
teaches that the logfile at the server be accessed [001 1], but that it is the service 
desk/center that performs the steps necessary for redistribution [0009], and that the 
distribution tool is at the master server [0008] for performing the initial distribution [0009] 
using the distribution list [0008]. Thus, when taken as a whole, there is no suggestion to 
have the intermediate server do the redistribution, and hence the argument presented 
regarding the automation would result in such occurring at the master sen/er, as this is 
where the initial distribution was performed, using the distribution list. Thus, amended 
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claim 1 distinguishes due to the amended "operating" and "initiating", original claim 10 
distinguishes due to the redistribution tool causing initiation of the redistribution job via 
the distribution manager running on the affected intermediate distribution server, original 
claim 15 distinguishes due to the running the redistribution tool on the affected 
intermediate server to automatically generate the set of redistribution commands, 
amended claim 18 distinguishes due to the amended "running" and "performing". 
The double patenting rejection has been overcome via amendment of claim 18.
